Pound has been moved and will be rebuilt - but never the same 


WILMINGTON - When the 
Taylors of 9 Glen Drive began 
dismantling a rock wall on 
their property two weeks 
ago, they knew it was a piece 
of Wilmington history. 

According to a document 
released at Monday’s Board 
of Selectmen meeting, the 
homeowners met with mem- 
bers of the historical com- 
mission last fall after they 
expressed a desire to remove 
the “pile of rocks” on their 
property. The letter from 
Historical Commission

Chairman, Carolyn Harris, 
says the homeowners were 
informed shortly after pur- 
chasing the property about 
the historic nature of the 
‘Town Pound. 

to the letter, por- 
tions of which Town Manager 
Michael Caira read at the 
Selectmen meeting, the 
Taylors contacted _the 
Historical Commission with 
their concerns about the con- 
dition of the pound, seeing it 
as a hazard and potential lia- 
bility. Harris presented sev-

Town withstands latest cuts to Local Aid 


WILMINGTON - Despite a 
drop in local aid reflected in 
most recent numbers from 
the House Ways and Means 
Budget Proposal, Caira is 
confident that Wilmington 
should go forward with the 
budget at this Saturday's 
Town Meeting. 

Caira indicated that any 
cuts that persist through to 


the budget process would not 
require new fees, employee 
layeffs, or new taxes to sus- 
tain the town. Rather, Caira 
says that the town would have 
to delay or defer some capital 
activities or leave a few posi- 
tions open.

WILMINGTON - Its genesis 
was brought forth by a simple 
offhand remark made in jest, but 
in just two years Wilmington's 
little used bookstore 
has had: an impact, Eager 
e«bookworms and collectors come 
in from all surrounding commu- 
nities and from miles away to 
search through the treasures 
offered by The Book Store Next 
Door. 

The charming little house, 
which was a private residence 
until it was purchased by the 
town several years ago, acts as 
an idyllic host. The front door, 
complete with charmingly 

mn storm door, 
opens up every weekend 
inviting people into a set- 
ting that one might expect 
to find in Stow, Vermont, or 
in the Berkshires. Guests 
enter first into a modest 
parlor, packed wall-to-wall

with books of fiction, and are 
greeted by a friendly volunteer 
worker. It is an impressive col- 
lection, and there still remains 
two additional rooms to explore, 
one of which is devoted entirely 
to children’s books. The other is 
jam-packed full of biographies, 
how-to, _ self-help/psychology, 
and history. And we haven't 
even touched on the wide variety 
of books on CD. 

The entire operation is run by 
the Friends of the Wilmington 
Memorial Library. It is staffed 
by volunteers, and the inventory 
is made up entirely by donations 
and Library discards. And all 
proceeds go to the Wilmington 
Memorial Library to fund spe- 
cial programs and initiatives. In 
its first year of operation, the 
modest little bookstore provided 
thousands of dollars to Library 
programs and services. A feat 
evermore impressive when con- 
sidering the prices being 
charged per book.

eral options to the homeown- 
ers for preservation including 
“shoring up” the stone wall, 
placement of an historic style 
gate where the Pound opens 
to the sidewalk, cleaning out 
the interior of trees and 
brush, and exploring the idea 
of a tax easement. 

Harris wrote in her letter to 
Caira that the homeowners 
agreed to contact Harris 
when they were ready to 
move forward and before 
making any changes to the 
structure. Yet, Harris insists 
that she was not contacted 
prior to Taylor taking a bob- 
cat to the stonework. 

“We were pretty emphatic 
about how important it was to 
the town and we were not 
notified,” said Caira. “We had 
no warning that those stones 
were coming down Saturday 
morning.” 

Caira said Tuesday that the 
homeowners are now working 
with the town and making 
some effort to preserve the 
pound, though moving it from 
its historic site. He added that 
when the homeowners were 
asked to stop they were “very 
cooperative,” though not 
interested in it remaining on 
the property. 

Some of the structure is 
already destroyed and the 
stones are no longer in the 
same formation. Caira said

ABOUT 
CASUALTY LOSSES 


Once upon a tax time, it was pos- 
sible to deduct casualty losses 
almost completely. No more, and a 
recent change for this year makes it 
even less of a deduction possible. 

For the past few years, the per- 
casualty floor—the amount you had 
to pay yourself before considering a 
deduction—was $100. After that, 
the casualty loss, the amount not 
covered by insurance, was 
deductible only to the extent that it 
exceeded 10 percent of adjusted 
gross income. 

For this year, the floor is $500, 
and again the loss is deductible only 
to the extent it exceeds 10 percent 
of AGI—except for those in federal 
disaster area. 

New: nonitemizers in federally 
declared disaster areas can increase 
their staridard deduction by any 
casualty losses they incurred in 
2008 or 2009, Such losses—not 
limited by the 10 percent of AGI 
rule—can be taken against the AMT, 
as well,

officials plan to number the 
remaining stones as they 
come off the wall leaving the 
possibility that a professional 
could accurately reconstruct 
the wall. The fieldstones will 
be organized behind the 
Scale-Keeper’s House at the 
old cemetery and eventually 
will be rebuilt beside it. 
Newly elected Selectman 
Mike Champoux asked Caira 
if by virtue of dismantling the 
wall, the pound will cease to 
be what it was. Caira replied 
that it will have less historic 
integrity, but will still be the

Pound is a 15-foot by 18-foot 
heavy fieldstone enclosure 
built in 1814 on land given to 
the town by William 
Blanchard, and was used to 
secure unattended livestock 
in the town center. The Town 
Pound, though sold back into 
private ownership in 1911, was 
cited several times in the 
National Register of Historic 
Places as a contributing 
structure in Wilmington’s 
Centre Village Historic 
District. Town Pounds were 
commonly used in New 
England from the mid 1600s 
to the late 1800s.

wages. 

Most towns in the region 
have moved their town elec- 
tions to Tuesdays leaving just 
Wilmington, Tewksbury, and 
Burlington with Saturday 
elections. 

“I support changing the day 
of the election, and that’s just 
my opinion. From my experi- 
ence, very few towns have 
their elections any more on 
Saturday for the sole reason 
that its cost prohibitive,” said 


George, who has been a town 
or city clerk for over ten 
years. “Many towns have 
changed to Mondays or 
Tuesdays because it’s less 
costly. You aren't paying 
everybody for 14 hours of 
overtime.” 

Reading, North Reading, 
Woburn, Chelmsford, 
Andover and North Andover 
all have their elections on 
Tuesdays where most of the 
workers are already on the 
clock for the regular day. 
George did not give an esti- 


mate of how much might be 
saved by moving the election, 
which would require approval 
of Town Meeting. 

In the fall the Board of 
Registrars will meet and 
make a recommendation on 
this topic to the Board of 
Selectmen. Should the 
Registrars agree to recom- 
mend moving to Tuesdays, 
the board will provide 
Selectmen with a warrant 
article to vote upon.

the library, and Stewart 
jumped at the chance to uti- 
lize it for additional storage 
space. But the logistics of 
transporting thousands of 
books from the house to the 
library for the annual book 
sale were daunting, to say the 
least. 

Friends volunteers were 
sorting donated books in the 
little house and one of them 
jokingly remarked that they 
should open a bookstore right 
there. They weren’t laughing 
for long. They could see the 
upside right away and began 
to brainstorm. Then they 
shared their vision with 
Stewart. 

Stewart approached 
Wilmington Town Manager 
Michael Caira, who was open 
to the prospect. The DPW 
and the Department of Public 
Buildings provided all the 


manager and quickly became 
the life, blood, and heart of 
the operation. She works a 
fulltime job in Boston, but 
still finds time to sort through 
new donations, schedule vol- 
unteers to man the store, and 
a myriad of other tasks, 

“We try very hard to be 
‘green’ in every conceivable 
way,” Dietrich said. “We are 
especially conscious of the 
fact that we are in a munici- 
pal building. We recycle not 
only books, but cardboard 
boxes, miscellaneous paper, 
and bags - and we conserve 
energy whenever possible.” 

Dietrich never imagined 
how successful the endeavor 
would become. Thanks to the 
generosity of the public, there 
is a constantly updated inven- 
tory. Only gently used books 
in good condition are put on 
the shelves for sale. Books in 
poor condition are recycled, 
so nothing goes to waste, 

“I had a dream of creating 
another Harvard Book Store 
out here in the suburbs,” said 
Dietrich. 

The Book Store Next Door 
originally opened on 


July celebrations, and now 
opens on Sundays as well. 
“If you haven’t had a chance 
yet to check it out, take the 
time to discover what a great 
resource it is for the town,” 
said Stewart.

Regarding the loss of a Wilmington historical, nationally 
recognized landmark - the Town Pound, 1814 


Dear Editor, 

On Patriot's Day weekend, 
when many of us pay homage 
to our forefathers and our 
early history, Wilmington’s 
History was being bulldozed. 
Our Town Pound, which was 
built when James Madison 
was President of the United 
States, was willfully 
destroyed by Mr. and Mrs, 
Taylor Taylor, the current 
owners of the land on which it 
had stood for a hundred and 
ninety five years. Our Town 
Pound was a silent witness to 
the growth of our community 
from a rural farming settle- 
ment where stray animals 
‘were rounded up and kept in 
the Town Pound until their 
owners could claim them to 
the busy suburban town it is 
today, 

On behalf of the Historical 
Commission, I wish to set the 
record straight regarding our 
continuous efforts to save this 
landmark. 1989 when it 
was clear that a new house 
was going to be built adjacent 
to the Town Pound, a report 
was prepared by Northfield 
Preservation Associates for 
the Wilmington Historical 
Commission, which indicated 
that “the Town of Wilmington 
is fortunate in retaining its 
pound, an integral part of the 
Center Village District. The 
pound...is a significant ele- 
ment of the potential historic 
district, and should be pre- 
sérved....” In 1990, the 
Massachusetts _ Historical 
Commission wrote that the 
Pound was eligible for the 
National Register of Historic 
Places as part of the potential 
historic district, and recom- 
mended that the new owner of 
the property be made aware 
of the historical importance 
of the structure. The 
Massachusetts —_ Historical 
Commission further stated in 
the same letter that, “the 
Wilmington Town Pound was 
established adjacent to the 
historic common in the eayly 
19th century, These proper- 
ties are important elements 
in the town center since they 
retain physical integrity and, 
therefore, a strong sense of 
this early perio¢ within the 
community, To lose “this 
resource would compromise 
the overall character of the 
center, Therefore, we support 
the preservation so that this 
historic center may remain 
intact.” In 1992, The 
Wilmington Centre Village 
Historie District was placed 
on the National Register of 
Historic Places. The Town 
Pound was cited several times 


in the National Register nom- _ 
* able that this has happened, 


ination form as a major con- 
tributing structure in the his- 
toric district. 

Since the Massachusetts 
Historical Commission made 
their recommendations in the 
1990 letter to the Town of 
Wilmington, the Wilmington 
historical Commission has 
always notified the new own- 
ers of the property, on which 
the Town Pound was located, 
that they are custodians of an 
important historic landmark 
to the Town of Wilmington. 
The Commission provided 
each of the new owners with a 
packet of information that 
described the historical sig- 
nificance of the Town pound 
and the historic district. In 
addition, The Wilmington 
Historical Commission has 
always offered to work with 
the owners of the Town Pound 
site on any preservation 
issue, Beginning in 2006, the 


‘Mr. and Mrs. Taylor Taylor 
not only providing them with 


information, but inviting 
them to attend commission 
meetings and work with the 
commission on the preserva- 
tion of this historic landmark. 
In a letter dated January 16, 
2008, the commission stated,” 
The Wilmington Historical 
Commission is anxious to 
work with you in any way pos- 
sible to preserve this land- 
mark for future generations. 
We believe the Historical 
Commission can be of service 
to you with several options 
which can be available to you 
concerning the future of this 
historic landmark.” In June 
of 2008, I personally met with 
the Taylors to review poten- 
tial offers after they contact- 
ed the commission with plans 
to destroy the Pound and sell 
the rocks. The commission 
offered the following: clean 
out the Pound, place a his- 
toric gate on the opening, 
sure-up loose rocks, landscap- 
ing, and a potential tax abate- 
ment, All of these options 
needed to go through the 
‘Town Manager who was will- 
ing to meet with Mr. and Mrs. 
Taylor Taylor to potentially 
work out a solution to keep 
our Pound where it has been 
for close to two hundred 
years. Perhaps Mr. Taylor 
has forgotten our agreement. 
When I left his home after a 
lengthy meeting, Mr. Taylor 
stated that “he and his wife 
would discuss what demands 
that they would have and call 
me to set up a meeting with 
the Town Manager.” That call 
never, never came. Mr. Taylor 
had been given my cell phone, 
home phone, and _ the 
Wilmington Historical 
Commission phone numbers. 
There is little doubt that he 
could have contacted us. If 
this sounds like a “he said, 
she~said,” the Wilmington 
Historical Commission keeps 
copies of all correspondence, 
historical information sent by 
the commission, and detailed 
minutes of our commission 
meetings. There had been no 
indication from the Taylors 
that their action of Patriot’s 
Day weekend was planned. 
They simply destroyed a 
Wilmington Historic 
Landmark. I can only 
assume that since their house 
is for sale that they wanted it 
removed for potential finan- 
cial reasons and cared little 
for our history. For those 
Wilmington residents who 
love this town and its history, 
this has been a major loss. 
The Taylors moved to 
Wilmington, destroyed our 
history, and are moving else- 
where. It is simply inconceiv- 


but it was on private proper- 
ty. Others worked with the 
commission, the Taylors 
chose not to do so. 

What is left of the Town 
Pound will be moved to a new 
location in the historic dis- 
trict and at some time in the 
future, when the commission 
raises the necessary funds, it 
will be reconstructed. The 
Wilmington Historical 
Commission wishes to 


“ acknowledge and thank the 


Town Manager, Terry 
McDermott, and the Public 
Works Department for their 
efforts in preserving what is 
left of our Town Pound. 

In addition, I wish to say 
that the recent article in the 
Wilmington Town Crier (April 
22, 2009 edition) was a disap- 
pointment to the Wilmington 
Historical Commission as it 
was not a clear representa- 
tion of the efforts of the mem- 
bers of the commission to 
prevent the destruction of our 
‘Town Pound. I spent corfsid-

Civil Service has its roots as far back as 1865. Its purpose was, and 
still is, to prevent undue, unnecessary and potentially corrupt 
interference in the critical and sensitive areas of government. We 
have long recognized that there must be a separation of powers. It 
is found in our State and Federal Constitutions. The separation of 
these various entities is fundamental to their individual success. 
Article 29, if allowed, would have the effect of allowing ANYONE 
to be appointed to the position of Fire Chief. The politicians would 
then have an individual who they could control and one who would 
then be held captive to his or her financial security rather than the 
needs of the community and the safety of the individual department. 


Article 29 represents a quality of life debate. It pits special 
interests above the needs of the community to provide the highest 
level of professional services consistent with the ability to afford 
these services. The essence of the success is in the balancing of 
these needs, not the suppression of the freedom to advocate for their 
position for fear of reprisals or even termination of employment. 
Civil Service provides the checks and balances necessary to insure 


against abuse of power. 


Article 29 deserves to be defeated. The town has consistently 
recognized the professional, and oftentimes, heroic service of its 
firefighters. This service has its basis in the leadership of the 
members chosen by the Civil Service Examination process, the 
same leadership that Article 29 wishes to discard in favor of a 
political appointee. Article 29 has little to do with improving 
government and everything to do with political power.

National Stroke Awareness Month in May 
Lifesaving advice for stroke: call 911 


WINCHESTER - If you 
were warned that a stroke 
was in your future, you’d act 
to prevent it, right? Yet many 
people ignore a major red 
flag: the ministroke. 

According to a recent study 
in the journal Stroke, only 
one out of 10 people with 
symptoms of a ministroke, 
also called a__ transient 
ischemic attack (TIA), actu- 
ally sought appropriate emer- 
gency treatment at a hospi- 
tal 

Winchester Hospital was 
one of the first hospitals in 
the state to be designated by 
the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health 
to provide Primary Stroke 
Services. The Primary Stroke 
Service regulations were 
developed to provide acute 
stroke patients with a greater 
chance of successful treat- 
ment. Through a combination 
of community education, 
medical staff training, imple- 
mentation of hospital proto- 
cols geared toward quick 
stroke diagnosis and treat- 
ment, and results analysis, 
the program is intended to 
improve treatment of stroke 
patients before significant 
irreversible damage occurs. 

Stroke, which occurs when 
blood flow to the brain is 
interrupted, is the nation’s 
third leading cause of death 
and the leading cause of 
severe, long-term disability. 
According to the American 


Stroke Association, about 
795,000 Americans suffer a 
new or recurrent stroke each 
year, killing more than 143,000 
people. 

About one-third of people 
who have a TIA will have a 
stroke in the future, accord- 
ing to the American Heart 
Association. But that doesn’t 
mean it’s inevitable, Knowing 
the warning signs of a TIA— 
and seeking immediate med- 
ical attention—can help keep 
your brain safe. 

Watch for Stroke Signals 

TIAs occur when blood flow 
to an area of the brain is tem- 
porarily blocked, often due to 
a blood clot. They are known 
as ministrokes because they 
cause the same symptoms as 
a stroke, but last only a few 
minutes. 

For both TIA and stroke, 
symptoms come on suddenly 
and include the following: 

* Numbness or weakness of 
the face, arm, or leg, espe- 
cially on one side of the body 

* Confusion or dizziness 

* Trouble speaking or 
understandi 

* Trouble seeing in one or 
both eyes 

* Difficulty walking 

* Loss of balance or coordi- 
nation - 

* Severe headache with no 
known cause

the House Ways and Means 
(HWM) proposal released 
last week, Chapter 70 monies 
for education were level fund- 
ed from FY09. However, no 
final numbers have emerged 
from the lengthy budget 
process on Beacon Hill. 

There is some concern, par- 
ticularly in neighboring 
towns that local aid numbers 
will continue to drop just as 
the 9C cuts dropped more 
than once this year. The 
House will continue to debate 
the budget, possibly coming 
to a resolution before mid- 
night on Friday.

“There will be 
no need for an increase in 
taxes, no fees, and no lay- 
offs.”

Warnick 
doubles up 
her college 
sport load

Being a collegiate athlete 
takes a great deal of dedica- 
tion. Endless hours in the 
gym, gallons of sweat poured 
onto the practice field and 
heaps of mental toughness 
and discipline are required to 
succeed. In the case of 
Amber Warnick, she works to 
succeed in not just one sport, 
but two which is an incredible 

feat. 

Warnick, a Wilmington resi- 

dent, who is soon to be a 
senior at Salem State College, 
has been a member of both 
the soccer and outdoor track 
teams since she arrived at 
college back in the Fall of 
2006. 
Over the years, Wilmington 
has had several collegiate 
athletes participate in more 
than one sport, including 
Leanne Harris back in the 90s 
at Salem State, and current 
three-sport star Lani Cabral- 
Pini, who is excelling in soc- 
cer, basketball and softball at 
Lasell College. Harris since 
has been named to both the 
WHS and Salem State College 
Hall of Famer, while Cabral- 
Pini has been a two-time 
Town Crier Female Athlete of 
the Year. 

Although Warnick hasn’t 
put up Hall of Fame numbers 
at Salem State, she is certain- 
ly making quite the impact in 
both sports. 

“(Amber) is very hard 
working and doesn’t get 
much time off,” said Salem 
State College women’s soccer 
coach Nicolle Wood. “She per- 
forms well, she works her 
butt off, and she has a great 
sense of humor. She keeps 
everyone loose and reminds 
everyone that soccer is sup- 
posed to be fun.” 

While Warnick helped the 
women’s soccer team finish 
with a 12-4-1 overall record as 
a forward, she is currently 
doing very well on the track, 
most especially as a member

of the 4x100 relay team, while 
she recently qualified for the 
New England Championships 
in the 55-meters. 

“I didn’t plan on running 
track,” said Warnick. “Two 
friends actually talked me 
into it.” 

Now because of those 
friends who pushed her to 
join the team, Warnick has 
become buddies with her 
teammates on the 4x100 relay 
team, including Shawna 
Kennedy of Quincy, Lindsey 
Tigges of Burlington and 
Nicole Lemelin of Beverly. 
The four of them placed first 
at the Jim Sheehan Memorial 
Meet held at Fitchburg State 
College on April 7th, and then 
improved their time by finish- 
ing first at the UMass- 
Dartmouth Corsair Classic on 
April 12th, with a combined 
time of 53.18 seconds. 

Then at the New England 
Championships in late 
February, Warnick was a part 
of the 4 x 200 relay team that 
placed 12th with a time of 
1:52:56, a season best for the 
group. 

Normally collegiate athletes 
would be training for the 
upcoming season through the 
off-season. But not Warnick. 
Instead of kicking the soccer 
ball around indoors, she laces 
up the cleats, practices her 
baton exchanges, all the 
while helping the relay team 
constantly grab first places 
and headlines. She said that 
she’s gotten used to the 
chaotic style. 

“The (two sports) really 
don’t really interfere,” said 
Warnick. “They overlap a lit- 
tle bit in the spring, but both 
of my coaches are very 
understanding, so it works 
out.” 

It-was~the understanding 
that Warnick’s had with 
Wood, which has kept her at 
SSC and as a Viking. When 
Wood was hired in 2007, some 
players who had committed 
to Salem decided to leave in 
search. of other playing 
opportunities. Not Warnick. 

“(Amber) is the only person 
left from my first year as 
head coach,” said Wood. 
“Other players made other 
decisions, but (Amber) stuck 
with Salem State. I think that 
shows that Amber made a 
really well-rounded choice in 
picking this school. She didn’t 
just pick it for soccer. And 
now she is one of our best 

After her freshman season, 
Warnick really started to 
blossom at the collegiate 
level. She was named the

Most Improved Player as a 
sophomore, and this past fall 
she registered two goals and 
one assist, playing in 15 of the 
team’s 17 games. 

“I don’t think the confer- 
ence realizes how good she is 
going to be,” said Wood. 
“When she has the ball in 
open space, she is so danger- 
ous.” 

Now this fall, Warnick’s 
hard work and determination 
to get better on the field, has 
taken her to a new level - that 
is team captain. 

“I've known Leah since she 
was 14, I was her athletic 
trainer, “said Wood. 
“(Amber) definitely helped 
Leah come here. Amber leads 
by example. She came in 
freshmen year out of shape. 
She never played club soccer. 
Now she is one of the hardest 
working players in practice.” 

As if simply being success- 
ful on the field isn’t enough, 
Warnick is also very dedicat- 
ed to her community. Coach 
Wood talked highly of 
Warnick’s work ethic, and her 
community service work, 
including the mentoring pro- 
gram the soccer team partic- 
ipates in. 

Warnick said, all of that 
starts from top, from her 
coaches, Wood and Dennis 
Floyd, the head track-and- 
field coach. 

“I can go to either coach 
anytime and just talk about 
anything,” said Warnick, who 
studies business and plans to 
find a job in finance once she 
graduates. “We are really 
close, they are like mentors to 
me, and not just coaches.” 

Warnick also talked about 
how throughout her entire 
athletic career, whether it be 
at Salem State or Wilmington 
High School, she has always 
had positive role models 
around her. “Coaches and 
upperclassmen have always 
helped me. I've been able to 
go to everyone. I learned that 
you need leadership to 
become a better player. Also,

Wildcats split

Stephen Stewart and Evan 
Butters. both tossed com- 
plete game shut outs in the 
team’s two wins, but their 
teammates then forced 12

Wilmington played four 
games in five days, and fin- 
ished 2-2 putting the team’s 
overall record to 5-4. 

“We had three (consecu- 
tive) wins going into the 
North Reading game, and 
then against them, the 
effort was just not there,” 
said coach Aldo Caira. 
“Then we came back and 
had a real nice win against 
Lynnfield. Stewart pitched 


ERA to 0.51 after sitting out” 
the fist few games with an 
elbow problem. He was 
helped out: offensively by 
Jon Spurr, Mike Scola, Pat 
Parker and Nick Boutoures, 
who each had two .hits. 
Parker and Spurr both 
drove in two runs, and 
Boutoures scored twice. 

On Monday, Wilmington 
put forth a dreadful perfor- 
mance and were defeated by 
Triton Regional, 10-4. 
Murphy was the losing 
pitcher as he gave up ten 
runs but only five were 
earned, as Triton stormed 
out with two runs in the 
first, five more in the sec- 
ond, before adding three 
more to go up 10-1 after the 
fourth inning. Dan Cushing 
was 3-for-3 with 2 RBI, and 
Stewart finished 2-for-4 with 
a RBI. 
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It had already been a 
crazy week of play for the 
Wilmington High School 
varsity baseball team, who 
made six errors and gave up 
12 runs against North 
Reading, only to come back 
and play error free ball and 
blank Lynnfield, 7-0, only to 
lay dozens of eggs in the 
team’s 10-4 loss to a one-win 
Triton Regional team on 
Monday. And when the 
team’s top two pitchers com- 
plained of arm trouble 
before Tuesday’s game, forc- 
ing Jeff Kannally to miss his 
turn on the mound and 
Michael Murphy to be the 
team’s DH instead of short- 
stop, head coach Aldo Caira 
had to look down the bench 
and find any arm he could. 
He found a golden one - that 
of junior Evan Butters. 

Butters, who threw four 
innings of relief in his varsi- 
ty debut against North 
Reading justfour days earli- 
er, tossed a four-hit shut out 
in his first varsity start help- 
ing Wilmington shut out 
Amesbury, 2-0, at Scanlon 
Memorial Field and 
improve to 5-4 on the season.

He did keep his pitch count 
low, and he felt even better 
after being congratulated by 
his teammates for his first 
varsity start, first varsity 
win, first varsity complete 
game and first varsity shut 
out, all coming on the same 
day. 


“Jeff Kannally’s arm was 
pretty sore today so coach 
asked me how I felt. I told 
him I was feeling pretty 
good so I would give it a 
shot,” said Butters. 

That he did - in very 
impressive fashion. 


made six errors against

“Then (on Monday) we 
thought we could get some- 
thing going against Triton, 
who had just one win com- 
ing into the game, and sev- 
eral tough losses. And then 
we threw another stinker 
and it’s just mindboggling. 
It’s tough to figure this team 
out right now. We're not 
putting the three (pitching, 
offense and defense) togeth- 
er. We'll get pitching and 
offense but no defense, or 
we'll get pitching and 
defense but no hitting - kind 
of like today. We had five 
hits - if we had ten hits like 
we did (on Monday) we 
could have blown this game 
wide open.” 

The week started with a 
dismal 12-2 loss to North 
Reading (7-1) at home on 
Friday. Jeff Kannally went 
the first 3.1 innings giving 
up nine runs but only two 
were earned, as the 
Wildcats defense made six 
errors. He was lifted in the 
fourth inning with the 
Wildcats a touch- 
down, extra point and a field 
goal just to tie the game up.

The next day, it was 
Wilmington who led by a

That 
forced Caira to put Evan 
Butters on the mound, and 
all he did was toss a four-hit 
shut out, which included no 
walks and no strikeouts but 
he did hit two batters. He 
gave up one just one extra 
base hit, and was helped out 
by two tremendous double 
plays, one coming in the

This past Sunday, the 
‘Tewksbury Memorial High 
School’s girls track team 
hosted one of their biggest 
annual fundraisers, Run a 
Pleasant Mile. The fundraiser 
consisted of a one-mile race 
and 5K race in which 172 run- 
ners participated, perhaps 
the biggest turnout the TMHS 
track has ever seen at their 
annual road race. With over 
$2,200 raised in profits, the 
team is able to set aside a 
considerable amount of 
money for scholarships for 
the senior athletes on the 
team as well as provide fund- 
ing for new equipment and 
travel expenses for 
‘Tewksbury athletes compet- 
ing in the upcoming nation- 

als. 


The 2009 Run a Pleasant 
Mile was organized by indoor 
and outdoor track coach 
Peter Molloy. Since he took 
over this responsibility three 
years ago from former track 
and cross country coach Bob 


McDougall, Molloy has 
noticed the race grow signifi- 
cantly. 


“Our first year we started 
off with a small amount of 
people, probably about 30, 
and then last year we had 
around 100,” said Molloy. “But 
this year we grew to 142 fin- 
ishers in the 5K; and the size 
of the race dictates how much 
money we will raise so I'd say 
this year was the most suc- 
cessful.” 

Molloy along with several 
parents of the girls on the 
track team had been holding 
monthly meetings since 
January preparing for 
Sunday’s event. At the meet- 
ings they tried to find spon- 
sors, found a company to pro- 
duce the t-shirts at reason- 
able cost, ordered the awards, 
obtained efficient timing 
equipment and contacted 
websites and newspapers for 
means of advertising the 
event.

“There are a lot of behind 
the scenes things that have to 
be figured out before the 
race,” said Molloy, “and with- 
out the help of parents and 
the other track coaches Steve 
Levine and John Byrnes, I 
don’t think we could have 
been able to attract as many 
participants.” 

Molloy states the most diffi- 
cult part of organizing Run a 
Pleasant Mile was trying to 
line up as many sponsors as 
possible to make the fundrais- 
er successful. Sponsors for

“The businesses in 
Tewksbury are extremely 
generous,” said Molloy. “I 
know it must be hard for 
them to do this in today’s 
economy and with so many

the track team calls the “Pine

On race day alone, over 50 
volunteers, mostly parents 
and athletes of the boys’ and 
girls’ track teams, dedicated 
their time to helping out with 
the fundraiser in various 
ways. Some worked at the 
registration and refresh- 
ments tables while others 
were involved in the race 
itself by controlling traffic on 
the roads and handing out 
water to participants along 
the course and at the finish 
line. 

Molloy was __ especially 
impressed with this year’s 
turnout in regards to the vol- 
unteers as well as the run- 
ners. 

“The heat worried me; it 
was extremely hpt out there 
and I was nerYous that it 
would be too hot for most peo- 
ple to run the race,” said 
Molloy. “However, we still 
managed to have our largest 
race yet and saw the largest 
number of volunteers we've 
ever had, which shows a lot.” 

After the success of this 
year’s Run a Pleasant Mile, 
Molloy is certain that he will 
continue to organize it for as 
long as he can see. 

“I don’t see myself going 
anywhere for a while, so as 
long as I’m here I will contin- 
ue to do this fundraiser in 
future years,” he said. “I 
can’t see us not doing it, it is 
our biggest fundraiser, it's 
fun for people of all ages, and 
the one-mile race is especial- 
ly good because we can spark 
some interest for running in 
the younger kids and we get 
to see the future of 
Tewksbury cross country and 
track.”

Reading's Civil Air Patrol 
CCG Squadron was honored 
with a first place trophy in 
recognition of their efforts in 
the Aerospace _ Project 
Competition at the 
Massachusetts Wing 
Conference held March 20-22 
in Springfield, 

This competition, con- 
ducted at every annual Wing 
conference, has different 
theme each year. The theme 
this year was “What 
Aerospace Education Means 
to Our Squadron.” 

“In past years it had 
always been a challenge to 
take a group of people inter- 
ested primarily in the 
Emergency Services aspect 
of Civil Air Patrol and turn 
them into experts on various 
parts of the Aerospace 
Education program, and this 
year was no different,” said 
Capt. Kevin H. Vendt, CAP, 
Chaplain of the Camp Curtis 
Guild Composite Squadron of 
the U.S, Civil Air Patrol. 

The cadet placed in 
charge of this task was Cadet 
Technical Sergeant Nick 
Yandell of Wakefield. 

“I first got interested in 
civil air patrol when I was 
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about 12, “ said C/T Sgt 
Yandell. “I saw all the cool 
stuff that the cadets got to do 
and that was all I needed - I 
signed up a few minutes 
later.” 

“Under his leadership, a 
group of six motivated cadets 
were able to take a multi- 
dimensional project, covering 
aspects of aerodynamics, 
rocketry, and propulsion, 
from planning all the way to 
testing and display,” said 
Capt. Vendt. 

To tie into the theme for

the conference, it was empha- 
sized that cadets liked to both 
learn and teach on what 
interested them about aero- 
space in a “hands-on” 
approach. 

Under Yandell, a balloon- 
powered car (to demonstrate

seltzer and water powered 
“rocket,” and a fully-function- 
al wind tunnel with smoke to 
show airflow over and under 
the wings of a model plane 
were built, along with a

The 
Cadet Program strives to 
instill leadership and strong 
character in youths aged 12 
through 21, while also provid 
ing them training in Search 
and Rescue and in Aerospace. 

CAP's Aerospace Education 
activity brings awareness 
and knowledge of aviation 
and related fields to youths 
and adults. 

Yandell plans on pursuing 
a career with the skills he 
has learned. 

“After I get out of high 
school I am planning on join: 
ing the U.S Marine Corps,” 
said Yandel]. “The experience 
I have gained from Civil Air 
Patrol will most definitely 
help me in the service.” 

The CAP’s primary mis: 
sion, however, is search and 
rescue. Fully ninety percent 
of all inland search and res 
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cue efforts are conducted by 
Civil Air Patrol teams, pri 
marily by adult or “Senior” 
members but with assistance 
from properly trained Cadet 
members as appropriate 

CAP mobilizes some 60,000 
senior (adult) and cadet 
members for its three pri 
mary missions: Emergency 
Services, Cadet Programs 
and Aerospace Education 

CAP aircraft fly search 
missions for an average $70 
per hour (one-tenth of the 
$700 per hour for a larger Air 
Force plane typically used.) 

CAP aircraft and person 
nel are mobilized for natural 
disasters, civil defense, and 
to aid local government 
emergency services when 
requested. CAP also flies in 
support of federal agencies 
including their efforts in the 
war on drugs

“THE SOLOIST” stars Jamie Foxx and Robert Downey Jr. 
It’s the story of a brilliant young musician felled by schiz- 
ophrenia and a disillusioned reporter. A great flick! 


“THE SOLOIST” 
GRADE: **** 


Movies about the home- 
less or the mentally ilk can 
sometimes come off as 
being too goody-goody or 
heavy-handed with their 
righteous messages - that’s 
not the case with ‘The 
Soloist’. 

Director Joe Wright, 
working with a great script 
and and excellent perform- 
ances from Robert Downey 
Jr. and Jamie Foxx (who 
may both end up nominated 
for Oscars from this one), 
this real-life story quickly 
establishes itself as one of 
the year’s best movies. 

Downey portrays Los 
Angeles Times columnist 
Steve Lopez as a man who 
loves his job and little else. 
He’s divorced from an edi- 
tor at the paper (Catherine 
Keener) and rarely sees his 
child. He’s constantly on the 
prowl for topics to write 
about, and his drive for a 
spot on the front page 
means he’s always moving 
on to another subject, 
another person, another sit- 
uation, 

Hearing music in a down- 
town park, Lopez discovers 
a homeless man (Foxx) sit- 
ting beneath a statue of 
Beethoven and playing a 
violin with only two strings. 
He’s clearly mentally ill. 
His wardrobe is made up of 
sequins, Day-Glo construc- 
tion vests and an ever-pres- 
ent frayed purple lei, but he 
sure can play. 

He says his name is 
Nathaniel Ayers and claims 
he once attended the presti- 


gious Juilliard School of 
Music. Lopez's journalistic 
instincts immediately kick 
in. There’s a story here. 

The more Lopez learns 
about Ayers, the more there 
is to write. There's Ayers’ 
childhood — he was a bril- 
liant young musician felled 
by schizophrenia while at 
Juilliard. And his yearning 
to hear an orchestra play in 
the new Disney Concert Hall 
(because Ayers’ tics and 
odd behavior might offend 
paying concertgoers, Lopez 
arranges for him to sit in on 
rehearsals). A Times read- 
er, now crippled by arthritis, 
donates her cello to Ayers. 

The core story of the film 
is a tale about a man who 
wants no _ responsibilities 
outside work but finds him- 
self befriending and caring 
for someone whose life is in 
near-constant crisis. Lopez 
arranges a safe rehearsal 
space for Ayers at a home- 
less shelter. Eventually he 
nudges his friend off the 
streets and into low-income 
housing. 

Foxx’s performance, 
based on many hours study- 
ing the real Nathaniel 
Ayers, is great, and Downey 
jumps into the role feet 
first, as he always does, and 
turns in yet another career- 
making performance. 

‘The Soloist’ will give you 
that warm and fuzzy, feel- 
god feeling that has nothing 
to do with the weather. 


“STATE OF PLAY” 
GRADE: **** 


If you are one of those 
that still enjoy newspapers, 


see ‘State of Play’. If you 
work at one, see it and you'll 
be reminded of why you 
chose that career in the first 
place. 

This gripping political 
thriller from director Kevin 
Macdonald is an 
Americanization of a BBC 
miniseries, and features a 
first-rate cast, terrific pac- 
ing and the sort of snappy 
dialogue you rarely find on 
the big screen anymore. 

The film also celebrates 
the role of the print news 
reporter as a watchdog for 
society, while taking some 
shots at the online world of 
bloggers and free, fast- 
paced editorial content. 

The main character is 
Cal McAffrey (Russell 
Crowe), a frumpy, junk- 
food-eating single reporter 
at a Washington, D.C., 
newspaper. Cal is old school, 
believing in the virtues of 
legwork and deep research, 
and he abhors the paper’s 
young Web site stars, who, 
in his opinion don’t actually 
report, but instead put out 
their own prejudices for the 
world to see. 

But Cal soon falls off his 
own high horse, when a 
young woman mysteriously 
dies under the wheels of a 
subway train. She was the 
chief researcher for ambi- 
tious and idealistic young 
Congressman Stephen 
Collins (Ben Affleck), inves- 
tigating abuses abroad by a 
big government contractor 
with a private army of mer- 
cenaries. 

To Cal it seems likely 
that the corporation under 
fire (it appears to be a 
standin for Blackwater) 
killed the woman to scuttle 
the investigation. But then 
word leaks that Collins was 
having an affair with the 
dead woman. 

Battered on all sides, his 
career and marriage in 
jeopardy, the politician 
turns to his college room- 
mate - Cal, of course - for 
advice in handling the bad 
publicity. That Cal would 
even consider doing P.R. for 
his friend reveals that his 
moral lines are not drawn 
as clearly in the sand as we 
had thought. 
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Cal plunges into the 
investigation, linking the 
aide’s death to the murder 
of a street hustler and the 
wounding of a bicyclist on 
the same day. 

At the request of his 
managing editor (Helen 
Mirren) he finds himself 
working with one of the 
paper’s Internet writers, 
blogger Della Frye (Rachel 
McAdams). 

Cal enjoys skewering 
Della for her lack of experi- 
ence - “I’m just trying to 
help you get a few facts in 
the mix the next time you 
upchuck online.” - but it 
becomes clear she possess- 
es morals Cal long ago left 
in j-school. 

The screenplay is crisp, 
and unafraid to leave a few 
questions unanswered, filled 
torn-from-the-headlines 
issues, and may just make 
you appreciate the fact that 
there are still people out 
there working to drop those 
headlines at your doorstep 
each day.

Seth Rogen is a mall cop 
in "Observe and Report", a 
movie where the premise 
seems to be ‘let’s try to 
make the next scene even 
more shocking than the 
last’.
